Delegates to 
the national convention were chosen, 
and the platform favored tariff reform 
and trust regulation.

Governor Vardaman of Mississippi in 
a special message to the legislature! 
Monday vetoed the appropriation for! 
the negro normel school at - Holly 
Springs and giving as his reason that 
the higher education offered there was | 
not suitable for negroes. He said he 
had no feeling of race hatred, but want- 
ed to see the negro become a blessing 
to southern’ civilization. He would 
give the negro “education for his heart 
and his hands.”

Trust Hunting an Issue. 

The attitude of the Democratic mi- 
nority on the questions growing out 
of the supreme court's decision against 
the railroad merger was clearly fore- 
shadowed by Leader Williams in a 
speech on the floor of the house. He 
called attention especially to the state- 
ment of Attorney General Knox that 
the administration “would not run 
amuck” against all combinations. He 
said that the Democrats would insist 
that the attorney general should look 
further into combinations of railroads 
and industries or explain why he did 
not do so. In view of the fact that 
congress had appropriated $500,000 to 
be used in trust prosecutions, Mr. Wil- 
liams thought there would be no ex- 
cuse’ for stopping with the Northern 
Securities decision. He went further 
and suggested an investigation of the 
steel trust and others of that ilk. 


A New Postal Office. : 

In the pending postoffice appropria- 
tion bill provision is made for the new 
office of purchasing igent for the en- 
tire department at a salary of $5,000 
a year. “Heretofore the various postal 
purchases, amounting to many. nfil- 
lions in a-year, have been scattered 
through various. bureaus and divisions. 
Under this new plan all supplies will 
be purchased by the one man, 


Senator Dietrich’s Defense. 

At a hearing before the senate judi- 
clary committee, Senator Dietrich of 
Nebraska, presented décuments show- 
ing that the property leased for a post- 
office at Hlastings belonged to his 
daughter and that be had acted merely 
as her agent in leasing it to the pest- 
office department. He denies receiving 
any money himself. 


Mr. Bristow Under Fire. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
before the 
Y[cCall investigating committee March 
i7 in relation to .his report “concerning 
Inembers of congress.” Tle was sharp- 
ly questioned concerning his own ree- 
ommendation for an increase in the al- 
fowance at the Erie (isan.) postoffice. 
Mr. Bristow explained that it was the 
duty of the first assistant te decide 
whether increases were allowable and 
that he (Bristow) assumed no respon- 
sibility. The Democrats charged that 
an effort Was made to hush up Bris- 
tow’s testimony regarding other de 
partments of the service. 

Wood's Nomination Confirmed. 

Major General Leonard Wood, U. S. 
A., received final and full authority to 
his military title Friday when the 
senate voted, 45 to 16, to confirm his 
nomination. All of the sixteen ad- 
verse votes were given by Democrats, 
except those of Scott and Kittredge. 
Four Democrats, Pettus, Cockran, Pat- 
terson and Dubois, voted for confirma- 
tion. Thus was brought to a close a 
long and’ bitter controversy.
